CUC, INC. - APPLICATION FOR APPROVAL OF NEW SCHEDULE OF RATES AND CHARGES FOR
WATER AND SEWERAGE SERVICES PROVIDED TO ITS CUSTOMERS AT CALLAWASSIE ISLAND
AND SPRING ISLAND IN BEAUFORT COUNTY, SOUTH CAROLINA

CUC, Inc. (CUC or the Company) has filed an Application with the Public Service Commission of South
Carolina (the Commission) for Approval of a New Schedule of Rates and Charges for Water and Sewerage Service
provided to its Customers at Callawassie Island and Spring Island in Beaufort County, South Carolina. The
Application was filed pursuant to South Carolina Public Service Commission’s Rules and Regulations and S.C.
Code Ann. § 58-5-240 (Law. Co-op. Supp. 2004).

According to the Application, the Company was established to provide sewer collection and sewer
treatment service and water distribution service to 1,050 water customers and 584 sewer customers on Callawassie

Island and Spring Island in Beaufort County.

The Company’s current rates are as follows:

0 - 2,500 Gallons (Minimum Charge) 2” meter $30.00 / month

All over 2,500 Gallons $2.85 /1,000 Gallons

34” Water Meter $525.00

1” Water Meter $700.00

Meter tap fees for meters larger than 1” will be negotiated on a cost plus service basis.

SEWER SERVICE

1. Domestic Sewer
Flat monthly charge of $13.50 per month or 100% of the water bill, whichever is greater.

2. Commercial Sewer
Flat monthly charge of $13.50 per month or 100% of the water bill, whichever is greater.

This fee assesses a portion of the clerical and mailing costs of such
notices to the customers creating the cost.

New Customers Only $13.50
A one-time fee to defray the cost of initiating service.

. Reconnection Charges: In addition to any other charges that may be due, a

reconnection fee of thirty-five ($35.00) shall be due prior to the utility reconnecting
service which has been disconnected for any reason set forth in Commission Rule

R. 103-732.5. Customers who ask to be reconnected within nine months of disconnection
will be charged the monthly base facility charge for the service period they were
disconnected. The reconnection fee shall also be due prior to reconnection if water
service has been disconnected at the request of the customer.

Late Penalty Charge
Company may charge a late-payment penalty up to the maximum amount allowed by
applicable South Carolina Statute and/or South Carolina Public Service Commission rule.

NSF Check Charge
Company may charge a NSF check charge up to the maximum amount allowed by
applicable South Carolina Statute and/or South Carolina Public Service Commission rule.

Billing Cycle
Recurring charges will be billed monthly in arrears. Nonrecurring charges will be billed
and collected in advance of service being provided.

Customers that receive water service from Beaufort-Jasper Water and Sewer Authority (BJWSA) will be
charged based on their consumption as determined by BJWSA meter readings.

3. Notification, Account Set-Up, and Reconnection Charges

A. Notification Fee:

A fee of four dollars ($4.00) shall be charged each customer to whom the utility
mails the notice as required by Commission Rule R. 103-535.1 prior to service being
discontinued. This fee assesses a portion of the clerical and mailing costs of such
notices to the customers creating the cost.

B. Customer Account Charge —
New Customers Only $13.50
A one-time fee to defray the cost of initiating service.

C. Reconnection Charges: In addition to any other charges that may be due, a
reconnection fee of two hundred and fifty dollars ($250.00) shall be due prior to the
utility reconnecting service which has been disconnected for any reason set forth in
Commission Rule R. 103-532.4. Customers who ask to be reconnected within nine
months of disconnection will be charged the monthly base facility charge for the
service period they were disconnected. The reconnection fee shall also be due prior to
reconnection if sewer service has been disconnected at the request of the customer.

4. Late Penalty Charge
Company may charge a late-payment penalty up to the maximum amount allowed by
applicable South Carolina Statute and/or South Carolina Public Service Commission rule.

5. NSF Check Charge
Company may charge a NSF check charge up to the maximum amount allowed by
applicable South Carolina Statute and/or South Carolina Public Commission rule.

6. Billing Cycle
Recurring charges will be billed monthly in arrears. Nonrecurring charges will be
billed and collected in advance of service being provided.
